Admittedly friendly 
to the pension movement, he 
nonetheless sounded this warn¬ 
ing: 

"California has more than 
matched the small amount ($15 
per month) provided for such 
(pension) eligibles by the Federal 
Government to make a total of 
$35 per month. This amount, 
however inadequate, is more lib¬ 
eral than that paid by any other 
State . . . Old age pensions must 
be furnished by those who are 
producing and the machinery of 
production. Public support of the 
old or the young can only bo 
furnished by taxation in one form 
or another. 

"When other states fall to pro¬ 
vide aid for their aged, equal to 
ours, it may naturally be expec¬ 
ted that their citizens approach¬ 
ing the eligible age will seek resi¬ 
dence here. This places a dispro¬ 
portionate share of the tax for 
this worthy social purpose upon 
our state. For the purpose of uni¬ 
formity, it is necessary that oid 
age pensons, in their entirety, be 
financed by the Federal Govern¬ 
ment. We shall continue to urge 
an adequate Federal old age se¬ 
curity program. Meantime we 
shall favor State aid for pen¬ 
sions to the aged to Uie limit 
that State finances will permit. 
The limit, however, becau.se of 
the tax nece.ssai-y for present 
unemployment relief, may for a 
time at least be nearly reached.” 

On relief, Governor Olson sug¬ 
gested "a new policy of placing 
the unemployed at productive 
work to support themselves"—in
